1« '^he purpose of this dispatch is to familiarize Headquarters ^lith the 
current status of plans for 1954 operations* 

2« Our planning as to the volume of this year’s operations is based on our 
assusption that a eontinuation of O^Pl@ penetration operations at the 1953 level 
is desired* 23 agents eosprising five teams and the leader of a sixth were 
eommitted during 1953<> 

3* On the basis of Intelligence requirements, EUOOM and HATO Gf/W requirements 
and the area knowledge of current and potential agent material, we are now examin- 
ing the possibilities of mounting the following missions (areas are those in 
attadiment to reference)* Tou will note that the eandidates listed for Wednesday 
Team include the oomplements of Fig and ULllow Teams. We intend to diseontlnue 
the infiltration of two teams into the Kbreha area as we feel that this praetiee 
in the future would be xmeoonomieal and redundant* We plan instead to select 
one able team from all the available candidates for this area. You will also 
notice that sane men are ^sted twiea* This has been done intentionally when 
they Can be used in more than one area*

preolude the use of Ihundorstorm personnel in future operations* we are unaware
